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CONVENTION WELL 



Over Blirlit Bandrcd DelcgatM Will B«

Indiaxafolis, S«pt. a.— Senator Joha 
M. Pudmev ot nUaoli, ehainnan of the 
pvorialoiwl oommittee appointed at Chi- 
cago Ifre weeks ago, will oall the con- 
vention of Rold Democrats to order at 
noon toduy in Tomlinsou hall. All the 
indications are that the Kathering will 
exceed expectations both in point of 
nomben and states represented. From 
the lists in the hands of Secretary Wil- 
son it is certain that over 800 delegates 
will pn'Siint, rcpn'sciitiu^; 41 or 4'i 
Btates ana territorioa. Cousideriug the 
fact that the original cull for the meet- 
ing of r epcee e ntntiTes of 10 middle 
weetern slates was only ksnwd Jolj 20 
the macsgcts feel that thej have 
reason to feel prondof the result of their 
work. 

The delepatcs have been arriving by 
every train and the hotel corridors arc 
boroniing fhokod. but tluTo is a nu- 
ticeablp lack of 1 rass bands and shout- 
ing for candidates!. Tlie Florida dolo- 
gation bearing aloft a banner of Presi- 
dent c;k'veland, were escorted to their 
hotel by a band of music and a march- 
ing club from Alabama came stepping 
along to the stirring strains of martial 
music, but those were tlie only bands 
on the streets. The dele;rates are com 
ing quietly, many of the delegations 
bcuig accompanied by prominent Dem- 
ocrats from their states. They are very 
much in earnest and say tliey net^d no 
blare of trumpets to feed their euthusi 
asm. 

The delegates have stood alx>ut in 
groups discussing the pdUtical situation, 
the availability of candidates, the plat- 
form to be adopted, the advisabili^ of 
maldng this organization permanent 
and other kindred (^uestionB, but little 
of a definite character has crystalized 
The snggestkm ol Watterson for presi 
dent, wuoh seemed to be in high favor 
at first, seems to hare gained no ground 
The Kentnoky deleganon is pledged to 
Boekner for rioe president and the 
sentiment seems to oe drifting back to 
the orli^nal ticket suggested at Chicago 
—Bragg and Bnokner. 

Other names are pnt forward. Seore 
tarr J. Sterling Morton, Secretary 
Carlisle, GenerM John 0. Black of Illi- 
nois, Senator Vilas, Senator Palmer, 
exCougressman Oathwaite, and there is 
still some talk of Senator Gray of Dela- 
ware, despite his firm refusal. Qeneral 
Tracey of New York, the Delaware del- 
egate, Comptroller Eobels and others 
chng to the suggestion of Vilas, bat the 
Wi.sconsin senator insists that the 
ba«if,'i'r state is tor Bragg and that he 
does not desire the honor. The Illinois 
delegates say that tlio nomination of 
General Black would interfere with 
their local «"aiivas;i, as they have nom- 
inated General Black for uoveriior. 

David Lawler of Minnesota is for 
Secretary Carlisle. The Kentuckian's 
name is received with favor, but there 
is an uiiden urrent of opinion tliat the 
iioniiiKitiLiii of , any one connected witli 
the inlniinistratiou would be unwise. 
The eastern delegates, as a rule, are 
taking; no hantl in tlie selt ction of the 
candidate.^. Tliey say tle v are willing 
to let the iirevailmu sentiment in tlie 
central, middle western and boi<ler 
Btates, whei-e tin? main battle gr(^uiid is, 
govern in this matter. 

Aside from the general question as to 
how far the platform shouKl go l)cyoiid 
a renonoiatiou of the Chicago platform 
and a strong financial declaration a c(jn- 
test is likely to be precipitated over the 
question of incorporating in it an en- 
dorsement of the principle of an income 
tax and a declaranon in favor of the re- 
tirement of the greeubaoksooapled with 
the establishment of a new fMeral 
banking system. 

There has been considerable discussion 
also as to the form of the financial dec- 
laration, the divergence of opinion be- 
ing as to whether the plank should de 
dare for the gold standard or without 
a declaration for the bimetalUo standard 
by international agreement. Themonsy 
planks of most of the gold Democratic 
oonrentions ara being examined closely 
with a view to reaching a oonoensns of 
opinion. ,The demand for a single decla- 
ration for the maintenance of the gold 
standard oomes principally from the 
east, hot has strong supporters like Sen- 
ator Vilas in the west. 

The conTention will complete the per- 
manent organization and. then uujom-u 
nntil tomorrow, as a big massmeetiug 
has be(!n arranged for tonight at which 
Colonel Breckinridge of Kentucky, Col- 
onel Fellows of Kew York, Mr. Erich 
of Colorado (and othar orators will 
speak. The convention will be opened 
with prayer by Rev. John White, tlie 
Episcopal imstor of the diocese of Indi- 
ana. i:x-GovBrnor Flower, who has 
been selected as temporary chuirmuu, 
will deliver the opening speech. 

After thii announcement of the com- 
mittee selections there may be a recess 
to give the committees on cretlentials 
and permanent t)rgaiii/,ation time to 
meet and report or some orators may be 
called to the platform to ftll in the tiim^ 
witii sp<'e( lios. There is only one con- 
test, from Connecticut, where there 
are opposing delegations. But the set- 
tlement of this contest case, it is 
thought, will bo easily reached. 

Senator Cuflfory of Ijouisiana has al- 
ready been decideil on for i^ermauent 
chairman. After Senator Colfery has 
h«wn Installed, the oonvention wiU ad- 



journ until Thursday, when the i>liit- 
form will be adopted and the candidati'S 
named. A sine die adjournment is ex- 
peotSd Thursday evening.

2.— The green mountain state declared 
for Josiah Grout, Republican, of Derby 
for governor yesterday and for the Re- 
publican stat« ticket, entire, by a ma- 
jority that equalled the prediction of 
the most confident Republican man- 
agers. Ratoms ftrom tiia distant towns 
are as nsnal rather slow in coming in, 
but the count in all sections of the state 
shows substantial Republican gains, in- 
dicating that the majority for the Re- 
publican state ticket will be about 80,- 
IKX). This is the larg(!St m.ajority ever 
given for a governor in tins state, the 
nearest approach to it being in 1SS8 
when the majority was about ~'T,ooi) 

The Kepublicun leaders claim that 
the majoriqr may reach 86|O0O and artn 

87,0'JO. 

H. Henry Powers, the Republican 
congi'cssional candidato in the First dis- 
triet, and William \V. (irout, in the 
Second district, are both re-elected by 
increased majorities, and the state sen- 
ate and house ure in tli<> control of the 
Reimblicans by practically tiM 
majority as two years at;o. 

The Pv)inilist and Prohibition vote 
was pracli 'ally the same as four years 
ago.

The re 
maining towns in 1894 gave a Repnb 
lioan majwity of 1,181, and with this 
majority added, Mr. lierritt flgnrss 
majority of 80,000 for the head of the 
ticket. 

USE OF NATURA L GAS. 

Tb« FMterlM in the Indlaaa Bait Beono- 

iiilxint; In Many \Va3-«. 

Anueu.si)n , Ind., Sept. 2. — The report 
of the state gas supervisor is believed to 
be fair to the gas belt. Particular in- 
terest is manifested in that port where 
he refers to the economy practiced in 
several factories. In this city the art 
of burning gas is beini: rai)ily systenia 
tized. One big iron working establisli 
tenths gas, and in another factory steam 
ment uses seven-tenths air and three 
and gas are being successfully USSd nn 
dor abatti iy of boilers. 

The iron and Klassmakers get the best 
results from tlie consumption of air. 
and there is much Btndy on how to im 
prove mixers. The use of oil in conuec 
tiou with gas is not general. Where it 
18 used the quantity of oil fs small, the 
supply coming from one or more spra3- 
pipes. The majority of the factories 
draw on but one or two wells, the mills 
and shops where great furnaces are 
operated using more. 

Tho flambeau is still burning on some 
of the farms in this ootmty, one of tli 
lights consuming in one night enough 
gas to heat an ordinary house for sev* 
eral nights. To this point of extrara- 
gauce uie intention of the state super 
visor is directed. There 4s also a seem 
iugly criminal waste of gas along sev 
eral lines controlled by farmers; in 
many places these defects going with' 
out attention nntil an accident occurs 
The idea has been suggested that the 
township constable should be given the 
authority of a gas inspector, he to re- 
ix>rt all needless waste of gas; the 
owner to be compelled to make repairs, 
and on failure to do so, tha OOSt of re- 
pairs to be 2>aid by him. 

Two Old Vtoaeen. 

Elwood, Ind., Sept. 9.— John Sam- 
nls and Mrs. Sarah Arnold were award- 
ed the prizes offered by the Elwood Fair 
association for tho two oldest persons, 
male and female, who were i)ioiietrs in 
this section. Mr. Samuels was born in 
this county in 181i», and ho has resided 
here continuously ever since. Mrs. Ar- 
nold was born at Indianapolis in 1813, 
and she has lived here coutinuoosly 
sinoa 181B. 

Tenacity of » Boy'* Life. 

MixciE, Ind., Sept. 2.— Charles Hol- 
ly, nine years old, fell from a tree, a 
distance of 80 feet. His collarbone 
was broken, three ribs were fractured, 
the points of two of them being driven 
through the breast and his leg and arm 
were splintered. His toft ohsek was 
also torn, exposing the teeth. Notwith- 
standing his terrible hurts, it is claimed 
that the lad will recover.

COIXMBCS, O., Sept. 2.— Th'^ free sil- 
ver campaign in Ohio attained it? high 
water mark in Cleveland Monday night, 
but the outpouring of tha people to see 
and hear the Democratic presidential 
candidate at the state capital last night 
was greater in proportion to tho size of 
the city th;in that in the northern me- 
tropolis had been. Mr. IJryan had th" 
State oapitol grounds for his forum and 
the memory of local politicians contains 
no such demonstration as the one in 
which he played the star part. Inhab- 
itants say that no other attraction lias 
ever drawn so stro.ugly in Columbus vx- 
copt a display of fireworks in conne' - 
tion with the state fair on the same 
grounds two years ago, when fiO per 
cent more people were gathered. 

A roofed and flag-draped platform 
faced the eastern front of the capitcl 
building and as Mr. Bryan looked down 
from its height of 80 feet above the 
faces he saw the steiM and terraces 
packed m solid rows with the gloomy 
stone wall for the background, while 
al)out the other three sides of the stage 
across the lawn of several acres to the 
street beyond stood regiment,, of v. liich 
an aci-uiat" estimate was an impossi- 
bility and whi 'h a careful guess would 

place at ;i'),OU0. 

Ijooking down from the roof of tlie 
capitol building an liour Iji fore the c.ui- 
didati''s arrival one saw tiie who'.' 
place, about its four sides swarmiiii,' 
with iiKui, women and children, a l.ir_'o 
jijirt of the cit}"'s ]ioj)ulation reiiif in t d 
liy visitors to tl;e stafv fair, ii iw in 
jnogress. They jcjstled anil pushed

From tile l,'hitteii(l"n hotel, half a 
mile away, .\lr. l:;ryaii ciiiu' to the cap- 
itol in a harouclie drawn by four white 
horses, and under the escort of 8evor.d 
free silver clubs of Columbus and 
neighboring towns, enlivened by bands 
and uni<iue campaign devic es in whu ii 
mammoth silver dollars shared conspic- 
uou.sly. A shrill chee'r marked hi.s 

f)rogress along the street, and multiplied 
n its intensity, annouuc ed his arrival 
at the platform, thereafter beating the 
air in wave after wave throughout his 

sjieech. 

On account of the size of his andienc" 
Mr. Bryun adopted a novel method of 
speaking, talking to sections of the 
crowd futeruately from each of the four 
sides of the platform, even then not 
more than a tenth of the people could 
hear him. He was introduced by Hon. 
Alton O. Tharman, son of the "Old 
Roman," who nas been fighting for free 
silver in Ohio for several yearn, and 
after the candidate's speech the Demo- 
cratic nominee for congress in the Co- 
lumbus district, Hon. J. L. Lentx, ad- 
dressed the remains of the crowd. 

The trip down from Cleveland yester- 
day was made under the escort of tho 
Columbus committee, in a special car 
on the Big Four railroad, decorated 
with a streamer announcing "William 
J. Bryan, our next president." Crowds 
greeted the train at all the stations 
along the line, but Mr. liryan spoke 
to them only briefly and iu an informal 
way.

Tha Kelt of tha Family Had m Narrow Ki- 
oa p o Vroin Ueotii. 
Lawrbkcibcbo, Ky., Sept. 3.— Th > 
lO-yeor-old daughter, Ethel, and the 

baby boy, Ernst, of .lohn Gray, a mer- 
chant tailor, who came here from Cin- 
cinnati a few years ago, perished in a 
tire here shortly before 3 o'clock yester- 
ilay morning. 

It was on^ by heroic efforts that the 
mother and father and two other chil- 
dren were rescued. 

All were suffocntod before assistance 
re:u'hed them. Mrs. Qray is Still in a 
critical comlition. 

The building that burned was the 
Hanks block. Gray used four of the 
upper rooms as a home and tailor shops 
He and his wife were awakened by the 
dens'! smoke ami rushed to the front 
window to cry for help. The wife was 
oven-omo and fell at • doOr at thS heail 
of the stairs, 

(irayin the meantime went out to 
call for assistance. He returned to the 
building in an attempt to bring down 
the missing cliildren. He, too, was 
overcome. 

Hankt' block alone burned, but it was 
only through tho energijcs of an iin- 
pro'mptu tire brigade that several of th" 
best buildings alonf Main straat were 

saverl. 

Thomas Hanks is the heaviest loser 
Tiie block was worth about 96,000, half 
covered by insurance. 

The three storerooms downstairs were 
wcujiied by J. W. Bell as a confection- 
ery, W. V. Koutt as a saloon and John 
Smith as a barber shop. Hontt's loss is 
about 94,000; insured, {toll's loM was 
11,900; Ins ored for 1800.

The crime for which Joseph Oross 
was hanged was tlie murder of his 
sweetheart. Teres. i I' lhak, who h id re- 
jected liiin, after promising' to be his 
wife. The killiii:; took jilace on ,Ian. ^ 
last, in a ( ir< fiitield boariliMi:iiousi'. 
Urosz, who was iiifoxicatrd, caili'd on 
the }-oung woman and asked lier if she 
still refused to marry luiii. Upon her 
answering that f^h" liad not changeilher 
mind, he drew a re\ tilver and sliot lier 
dead. He then shot himself in tho left 
breast, but the wound was not serious. 

He was convicted on Feb. is ami si n- 
teneed to be hanged cm June but 
was afterward respited. After the sign- 
ing of his death warrant he became re - 
onciled to his do<jin and said he pn - 
ferred death on the gallow-s other than 
a commutation of sentence to lifo im- 
priBoi....ent or even a term of 80 years. 

Au<itlier 'One. 

Umontown-, Pa,, Sept. 2, — Frank 
Morris, aged is years, was lianged here 
at l-M p. m. for the murder two years 
ago of Bernard Loker, a former of 
Chestnut Ridge, Just above Connells 
ville. The object was robbery, Morris 
was a neighbor and believed Loker had 
money secreted about his house. While 
Loker was at work alone on his farm, 
Morris pteppeil up beiiind him and shot 
him in the head. He then ransacked 
the house, but only got He wa.-: 

arrested the next day. The murderer 
was a cheap novel fiend and at no time 
sliowed any particular concern about 
his fate. 

NATIONA L BANK "CUOSID. 

It Wa« a Comploto Barprlao tetho Oonoral 

IHtbllo. 

Bbatrice, Neb., Sept. 2.— Tho First 
National bank of this city was forced to 
close its doors yesterday afternoon. The 
failure was a complete sur])!!-- 'o th'- 
general public although it appeared sev- 
eral heavy withdrawiUs were made the 
last few days. 

The cause of the failure is attributed 
to the continuous crop failures of the 
tost four years, coupled with steady 
withdrawals of deposits by customers to 
meet current oblifRitions an^the bank's 
inability to secure assUnmce in the 
east, which to charged to the present 
strained financial condittons there. 

The Uabilities of the bank to deposi- 
tors had been reduced to about |l iu,(Xk), 
while the assets are in excess of a quar- 
ter of a million dollars. Tho capital 
stock is 1100,000, surplus and undivided 
profits ffiO,000. 

Following the failure the officers made 
voluntary conveyances to the bank of 
all their real estate including their 
handsome residences. 

The failure carries with it tho Beat- 
rice Savmus bank with doptjsits of about 
^90,000. it is thought a reorganization 
will be effected. 



FORMOSA REBELS.
